WHAT COMMISSIONER BECK SAYS: 


Judge Beck considers that Mr.

A great deal has been said by the 
friends of the cx-mimistcr in favor of 
his ability to carry ot public works 
within the estimates, and the ex: mui- 
ister hanself has not been loath to 
boast that he Was the practi-al mem- 
ber of the cabinet and not the talk- 
er, but the differe:iie between the pro- 
posed expenditure and the actual vost 
thus far in the construction of the 


new parliament buildings does not 


bear out this contention. Originally 
the estimated cost'of the building was 
$1,250,000; but the million dollar 
figure has already been passed, and it 
may require fully another million to 
complete the bare walls of the edifice. 
In addition, the plumbing, heating 
and other equipment necessary to 
make it a complete institution for the 
prosecution of government work -will 
cise an expenditure of another half 
million dollars or more, which will 
bring the cost of the buildings peri- 
lously near to. $3,000,000, or nearly 
$2,000,000 more than was originally 
contemplated. = [t would be well for 
the Legislative committee to investi- 
gate this contract thoroughly and en- 
deavor to find out whether the swell- 
ing in the cost has been caused by 
graft or incompetence. 
Duty of the Legislature 

These are’only specimens of the 
charges that can: come up for investi- 
gation when the members of lhe leg- 
islature determine to investigate the 
public conduct of W. H. Cushing, M. 
L.A. 5 
It will not be the first time that 
charges were laid against a public 
man in Canada, and unfortunately, it 
may not be the last. But one thing 
is certain, and {hat is that no man 
should be allowed to hold public of- 
fice who would substitute for the 
phrase “Public Office is a Public 
Trust,” the phrase ‘Public Office is a 
Private Snap.’ 

There must be no holding back 
in this matter. Either Mr. Cushing 
is guilty of corrupt practices and vio- 
lations of the Independence of the 
Legislature Act, or he is a much ma- 
ligned man. 

He has seen fit to lie under certain 
imputations during the past months 
Other statements have been made 
against his public probity and person- 
al honesty, and he should be the first 
to invite investigation. This he has 
failed to do, and it is the duty of the 
legislature, individually and collee- 
tively, to call upon him to answer 
squarely and fairly the charges that 
have been made against him as a 
legislator and an honest man. 

It were useless to say that his past 
record and loud religious profession is 
a sufficient answer to all charges that 
may be made against him. Even the 
crook in the dock who is up for sen- 
tence was looked upon as an honest 
man until he committed the offence 


and was found out.
